The
amendment is offered to further clarify the intent or scope of
LB 194. This amendment adds a provision for security so that a
Business Improvement District could hire security personnel, if
needed, during festivals or special event, high t r a f f i c t i me . ,
l ik e a f oo t ba l l g ame . An emergency clause was added so that
this groundwork would be in place in time for cities tc pass an
ordinance to establish new Business Improvement Districts, i f
that is needed. The amendment was offered to the Urban A ff a i r s
Committee and I b el i ev e acc e p t e d b y the members of the
committee, except that they inadvertently failed t o adopt it .
